G.S.R. 16.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 
(61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with 
the Government of the States concerned, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Police Service 
(Pay) Rules, 1954, namely:— 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Police Service 

(Pay), Eighth Amendment Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come inot force on 
the 1st day of January, 1986. 

2. In the Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 1954,— 

(a) in sub-rule (2) of rule 3, (i) for clauso (ii), the 
following clause shall be sibstituted, namely :— 

"(ii) The pay of a member of the Service in the Junior 
Administrative Grade shall, on appointment to the 
Selection Grade, be fixed (a) at the stage which is 
equal to his pay in the Junior Administrative Grade 
or if there is no such stage, the stage next above 
that pay or (b) the minimum of the Selection 
Grade, whichever is higher.” 

(ii) for clause (iii), the following clause shall be substitu¬ 
ted, namely :— 

"(iii) The next increment in the Selection Grade would 
accrue after rendering the requisite qualifying 
service in that grade. Where, however, pay has 
been fixed at the same stage of the Junior Adminis¬ 
trative Grade, the increment will become adminis- 
sible on the date it would have become due in 
that grade but for his appointment to the Selec¬ 
tion Grade. 

Provided that all leave, except extra-ordinary leave 
taken otherwise than on medical certificate, shall 
count for increment in the Selection Grade. 

Provided also that the Ceutral Government may, in 
case in which it is satisfied that the extra-ordinary 
leave was taken for any cause beyond the control 
of the member of the Service or for prosecuting 
higher Scientific or Technical Studies, direct that 
such extraordinarv leave shall be counted oficr 
increment under this sub-rule.”. 

(b) for sub-rule (5B) of rule 4, the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(JB) The pay of a member of the Service in the 
Senior Time Scule shall, on appointment to the 
Junior Administrative Grade, be fixed (a) at the 
stage which is equal to his pay in the Senior 7 ime 
Scale or if there is no such stage, the stage next 
above jhat pay or (b) the minimum of the Junior 
Administrative Grade, whichever is higher. The 
next increment in the Junior Administrative Grade 
would aperue after rendering the requisitte quali¬ 
fying service in the grade. Where, however, pay 
is fixed at the same stage of the Senior scale, incre¬ 
ment will become admissible on (he date it would 
have become due in the Senior Scale but for 
appointment to Junior Administrative Grade. 

Provided that all leave, except extraordinary leave, 
taken otherwise than on medical certificate, shall 
count for increment in the Junior Administrative 
Grade. 

Provided also that the Central Government may, in 
a case in which it is satisfied that the extraordinary 
leave was taken 'or anv cause beyond the control 
of the jnember of the service or for prosecuting 
higher Scientific or Technical studies, direct that 
such extraordinary leave shall be counted for 
increment under this sub-rule".

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there arc other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rue.

The following is published for general information :— 

G.S.R. 31—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Article 145 of the Constitution and all other powers en¬ 
abling it in this behalf, the Supreme Court hereby makes, 
with the approval of the President, the followng rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Supreme Court Rules 1966, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Supreme Court 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Supreme Court Rules, 1966, in Order IV, in rule 
5 the following be inserted after 5(i)(a):
